Melanchthon  and  dedicated  to  Count 
Hermann  of  Neuenaar,  who  had  brought  the  booklet  from  a  trip  to  Italy 
and  presented  it  to  Job.  Reuchlin,  who  handed  it  on  to  Melanchthon  to 
see  it  printed.  It  is  a  satire  in  form  of  a  dialogue  on  the  mode  of  expres- 
sion, almost  unintelligible  to  the  uninitated,  which  had  become  the  fashion 
among  the  Italian  humanists  of  that  period  and  especially  among  the  pupils 
ofPomponiusLaetus  in  Rome,  who  were  enthusiastic  students  of  an- 
cient inscriptions.  In  this  dialogue  two  such  fashionable  humanists  are  in- 
troduced as  ,,Oscus"  and  ,,Volscus"  (2  ancient  Italian  tribes)  conversing 
with  each  other  in  a  curious  lingo  full  of  archaic,  provincial  and  dialect 
forms.  At  last  the  ,,Eloquentia  Romana"  comes  in  and,  after  having  given 
them  a  severe  talking,  makes  them  swear  a  solemn  oath  ,,ab  eo,  qui  displi- 
cere  iam  incipit,  verborum  usu  penitus  abstinere".

An  excessively  rare  edition,  hitherto  undescribed  either  by 
bibliographers  or  in  booksellers  catalogues.  The  only  mention  we  can  find 
of  it,  is  in  a  footnote  of  Essling:  Livres  a  figures  Venitiens.  I.  p.  342.  No.  374, 
where  an  undated  Turin  edition  by  B.  Sylva  is  quoted  from  a  Paris  private 
collection,  being  I  presume,  an  imperfect  copy  of  this  ed.  lacking  the  last 
leaf,  on  which  the  date  is  found.  Essling  loc.  cit.  says  the  woodcuts  of  this 
ed.  are  copied  from  Venetian  models.  They  certainly,  are  copied  in  design, 
but  even  that  by  no  means  closely,  but  not  at  all  in  style  and  execution, 
being  cut  in  a  most  distinctive  style,  some  of  them  being  remarkably  clever 
and  free  in  treatment. 

Fum agalli,  Lex.  typ.  Ital.  places  the  end  of  B.  Sylva's  activity  in 
Turin  in  the  year  1531,  and  should  be  corrected  from  this  Aesop. 

In  this  ed.  the  text  of  Aesop,  printed  in  large  characters  is  interrupted 
by  the  ,,constructio"  of  the  editor,  Bernardus  Zimonus,  in  smaller  type, 
construing  the  Latin  and  giving  the  Italian  translation.  —  On  the  last 
page  of  text  a  poem  by  the  editor  to  the  Reader:

This  rare  and  important  book  comprises  mainly  the  relation  of 
F.  Bernard  Boyl  (or  Buel),  a  Catalan  Benedictine,  who  accompanied 
Columbus  on  his  second  voyage,  as  the  first  Christian  missionary  in 
the  New  World. 

The  pseudonym  of  the  author  has  so  far  I  believe  not  been  solved. 
He  must  have  been  a  monk  of  Seitenstetten  in  Lower  Austria,  as  he  dedi- 
cates the  book  to  Caspar  Plautius,  abbot  of  S.  ('patri  meo')  and  dates 
from  his  cell  in  S.  monastery.

Harrisse  74.  This  very  rare  and  important  edition  of 
Ptolemy  was  edited  by  j.  E  s  s  1  e  r  and  G.  U  e  b  e  1  i  n,  two 
Strassburg  lawyers  and  scholars.  They  made  a  new  trans- 
lation from  the  Greek  text  from  a  manuscript  sent  them  from 
Italy  by  Jo.  Fr.  Pico  de  Mirandola  through  Mat.  Ring- 
mann  Philesius,  as  we  gather  from  Pico's  letter,  dated :  Novi, 
27.  August,  1508,  and  printed  on  the  verso  of  title  page. 
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The  chief  importance  of  this  rare  1513  edition  lies 
in  the  twenty  new  maps,  which  it  contains  over  and  beyond 
the  regular  27  Ptolemaean  maps  found  also  in  the  earlier 
editions.

inscriptions,  and  two  islands  (viz.:  Isabella  and  spag- 
nolla). 

The  second  map  is  headed:  TABVLA  TERRE  NOVE.  It 
is  very  full,  considering  its  early  date,  as  it  shows  a  prolon- 
gation of  the  coast  from  a  certain  ,,Rio  de  Cananor" 
to  a  cape  ,,del  mare  usiano."  There  are  not  less  than 
sixty  names  along  the  coast,  besides  the  inscription  after- 
wards so  frequently  reprinted:  Hec  terra  cum  adiacen- 
tibus  insulis  inventa  est  per  Columbum  ianuensem 
ex  mandato  Regis  Castelle.  This  inscription  is  on  the 
section  which  corresponds  to  what  we  now  call  Yucatan, 
and  is  followed  by  the  words:  Terra  incognita.

These  two  maps  acquire  a  certain  importance  from  the 
following  lines,  which  we  extract  from  the  preface  on  the 
verso  of  the  second  title-page: 

Charta  autem  Marina,  quam  Hydrographiam  vocant, 
per  Admiralem  quondam  serenissi.  Portugalie  regis  Ferdi- 
nandi,  ceteros  denique  lustratores  verissimis  peragrationibus 
lustrata. 

This  passage  has  doubtless  prompted  the  opinion,  that 
the  first  of  the  two  maps  above  decribed  had  been  depicted 
by  Columbus  himself. 

,,Nous  voyons,  says  Santarem,  que  la  carte  marine 
etait  apellee  ,,Carle  de  1'Amiral";  ainsi  elle  fut  primitivement 
dressee  par  Colomb  ou  par  Cabral,  mais  jamais  par  Ves- 
puce,  car  celui-ci  n'a  pas  eu  ce  grade  eminent.  II  parait 
hors  de  doute  que  la  Carte  ainsi  designee  a  etc  dessinee 
soit  par  1'  Amiral  Colomb,  soit  par  ses  ordres,  soit  d'apres 
ses  decouvertes." 

Besides  these  two  first  maps  of  American  interest,  this 
second  part  or  ,,modernior  lustratio  terre  marisque"  contains 
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the  following  maps  with  ..modern"  place-names  as  against 
the  former  Ptolemaean  maps  with  the  ancient  names:  3.  Ot. 
5ritain .  4.  Spain.  5.  France.  6.  Germany.  7.  Hungary,  Poland, 
Russia,  Prussia  and  Vallachia.  8.  Norway  and  Sweden. 
9.  and  10.  Italy  with  Sicily  and  Sardinia.  11.  Bosnia,  Servia 
Greece  etc.  12.  and  13.  Africa.  14.  Asia  Minor.  15.  Palestine; 
16.  India.  Finally  four  particular  maps:  17.  Switzerland 
(Chorographia  F.remi  Elvetiorum  =  Einsiedeln)  a  map  of  the 
same  design  as  that  found  later  in  the  Stumpf.  18.  a  detailed 
map  of  the  Rhine-valley  from  Bale  to  Mayence.  19.  the 
island  of  Crete.  20.  a  one  page-map  of  Lorraine,  surroun- 
ded by  coats  of  arms. 

This  map  of  Lorraine  is  not  entirely  coloured  by  hand, 
like  the  others,  but  is  printed  in  colours,  namely  black, 
red  and  brown,  the  other  colours  blue,  green,  yellow  being 
added  with  the  brush.  This  is  the  first  map  ever  printed 
in  colours,  each  colour  being  printed  from  a  separate  block. 

The  map  of  Switzerland  is  the  earliest  map  of  that 
country. 

A  magnificent  copy  of  this  very  precious  early 
Ptolemy  with  all  the  maps  beautifully  coloured  by  a  contem- 
porary hand,  in  excellent  condition  throughout  and  in 
the  original  binding.

Very  fine  copy  of  this  rare  book.  ,,This  was  the  first  modern 
encyclopaedia  to  appear  in  print.  It  contains  a  compendium  of  the  trivium, 
the  quadrivium  and  the  natural  and  moral  sciences".  The  map  is  very 
rare.  —  Murray's  copy  did  not  contain  it  —  and  is  of  the  old 
Ptolemean  kind,  but  it  has  the  degrees  of  both  latitude  and 
longitude  marked.  A  long-lined  inscription  beneath  the 
unfinished  continent  of  Africa  consists  of  the  following 
words:  —  Hie  non  terra  sed  mare  est  in  quo  mire  magnitu- 
dinis  insule  sed  Ptolemeo  fuerunt  incognite.  —  This  indicates 
a  knowledge  of  the  American  discoveries,  although  they  are 
not  more  explicitly  defined.  Reisch  was  prior  of  the  Carthusian 
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monastery  Mons  S.  Joannis  Baptistae  near  Freiburg  in  Breisgau  (where  the 
first  edition  was  printed)  and  also  confessor  of  Maximilian  I.  He  was  born 
at  Balingen  in  Wiirtemberg,  student  at  Freiburg  1487  and  died  there  1523.

This  celebrated  disputation  on  drunkenness,  meant  half  facetiously  and 
half  in  earnest,  was  in  fact  held  at  Erfurt  university  in  1515.  It  is  a 
bitter  attack  on  the  disgraceful  drinking  habits  of  that  period,  with  numer- 
ous interesting  anecdotes  illustrating  the  customs  of  that  time.  The  name 
of  the  author  is  not  known,  however  this  tract  is  ascribed  by  some  to 
Jacob  Hartlieb  (Author  of  "De  fide  meretricum  in  suos  amatores"),  by 
others  to  Eobanus  Hessus  who  indeed  contributed  introductory  Latin 
verses  and  certainly  belonged  to  the  clique  from  which  this  book  was  issued. 
He  published  in  1516  a  Latin  elegy  against  drunkenness  ("De  vitanda  ebrietate 
elegia")  which  bears  a  very  similar  title-woodcut.

As  a  young  man  he  emi- 
grated from  Scotland  and  took  service  with  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II,  whose 
great  favourite  he  soon  became,  Being  at  first  a  colonel  in  the  Wallenstein- 
army,  he  took  an  eminent  part  in  his  assassination ;  later  he  became  a  field- 
marshal  and  was  made  a  Count  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  He  died  after 
having  led  the  famous  embassy  to  the  Sublime  Porte  in  1665,  an  interesting 
description  of  which  still  exists  written  by  his  companion  and  preacher 
Tafferner  in  1667.  His  nephew  and  heir  was  James  de  Leslie,  to  whom 
this  book  is  dedicated  by  the  "Patres  Soc.  Jesu  Missionis  Scotiae".

The  first  part  contains  medical  treatises  rather  remarkable  in 
their  tendency,  combating  the  current  astrological  notions  on  the  influence 
of  constellations  on  diseases,  but  permeated  by  an  occultist-mystical  tinge. 

The  second  part,  with  a  title  page  of  it  own,  contains  very  important 
historical  tracts  on  French  history,  on  the  wars  of  King  Charles  VIII. 
in  Italy  and  his  conquest  of  Genoa;  on  the  history  and  famous  men  of  the 
city  of  Lyons  and  on  the  papal  state  round  Avignon.  In  the  end  eight 
letters  of  learned  contemporaries  to  S.  Champier.

The  celebrated  Dutch  traveller  remained  nine  years  in  Brazil,  from 
1640  to  1649,  and  has  published  many  interesting  and  important  documents 
for  the  history  of  the  1645  insurrection.  The  author  is  considered  one  of  the 
best  authorities  on  that  period.  He  was  the  agent  of  the  India  company  and 
lived  at  Pernambuco,  as  a  Supercargo.  After  nine  years  in  Brazil  he  returned 
to  Holland  and,  after  the  loss  of  Brazil,  he  placed  his  services  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  East  India  Company.  He  was  sent  to  China,  governed  Ceylon 
and  returning  to  Holland  he  was  urged  to  go  out  again,  as  his  services 
were  so  much  appreciated.  He  accepted  the  offer,  but  never  to  return,  as 
he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  natives  of  Madagascar.  His  brother  published 
the  work.

This  volume  from  the  Scheurl-Library,  has  both  the  valuable 
Scheurl-bookplates,  both  early  XVI.  century  German  woodcuts. 
The  first  (165X128 mm)  by  Lucas  Cranach  the  Elder,  ab.  1510,  unsigned, 
represents  a  female  figure  holding  the  arms  of  Scheurl  and  of  Tucher, 
two  Niirnberg  Patrician  families;  above  is  the  inscription:  ,,Hic  Scheurlina 
simul  Tucherinaque  signa  refulgent,  que  doctor  gemini  Scheurle  parentis 
habes".

Scheurl,  a  learned  lawyer  and  statesman  and  a  member  of 
one  of  the  foremost  Niirnberg  families,  had  been  rector  of  the  University 
of  Bologna  and  later  first  rector  of  the  newly  founded  University  of  Witten- 
berg, a  post  he  filled  in  Luther's  time.  The  bulk  of  his  fine  and  valuable 
library  is  still  preserved  in  the  Germanic  Museum  at  Niirnberg. 

The  second  bookplate  (ab.  1540)  was  reprod.  as  a  plate  in  Zeitschrift 
fur  Bucherzeichen  II,  1892,  p.  9.  Early  impressions  like  these  of  both  these 
bookplates  are  very  rare.

They  were  issued  in 
small  quarto's  like  this  and  usually  illustrated  with  one  or  two  woodcuts. 
This  one  contains  four  and  particularly  characteristic  and  attractive  examples 
of  the  Florentine  woodcutter's  art;  they  appear  much  older  in  style,  about 
1500,  than  the  date  of  this  book,  but  even  Kristeller  could  not  trace  their 
earlier  use.

,,Chrysanthus,  here  called  Grisante,  was  the  son  of  a  Roman  senator 
who  on  his  proclaiming  himself  a  Christian  imprisoned  him  in  his  house 
and  entrusted  Daria,  a  vestal  virgin,  with  the  task  of  bringing  him  back  to 
the  state  religion.  Daria  herself  becoming  a  Christian,  she  and  Chrysanthus 
were  united  in  a  virginal  marriage  and  attracted  many  converts.  After  many 
trials  and  tortures  they  were  both  buried  alive,  A.  D.  284".  (A.  W.  Pollard 
in  Dyson  Perrins  Catalogue  of  Early  Italian  111.

First  edition  of  the  important  chronicle  of  Regino,  abbot  of  Priim 
(dioc.  of  Treves)  died  915.  This  editio  princeps,  which  appears  to  be 
really  very  rare,  as  Potthast  Bibl.  m.  ae.  II.  (18%)  p.  956  says  it  is, 
was  made  by  Sebastian  von  Rotenhan,  a  Franconian  knight  and 
friend  of  Ulrich  von  Hutten,  and  is  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  important 
achievements  of  the  efforts  and  tendencies  of  German  humanism  towards 
the  revival  of  German  national  history  and  the  rediscovery  of  its  sources 
from  old  MSS. 

The  splendid  portrait  of  the  editor  is  a  remarkably  fine  specimen 
of  XVI.  cent,  wood-engraving  and  is  found  in  this  copy  in  an  excellent 
impression.  The  artist  who  made  these  woodcuts  does  not  appear  to  be 
identified  yet.

An  exceedingly  rare  book  of  which  I  can  find  no  mention.  The  be- 
autiful woodcuts,  uncommonly  well  designed,  are  in  the  style  of  Jorg 
Breu  of  Augsburg,  but  are  not  mentioned  either  by  Muther  nor  by 
Campbell  Dodgson.  They  illustrate  the  strange  adventures  that  befell 
Schiltberger  in  the  most  dramatic  manner,  showing  scenes  of  shipwreck  and 
torture,  executions,  Turks  riding  on  camels,  natives  of  India  gathering  pep- 
per, strange  monstrous  animals  etc. 

Schiltberger  was  made  a  prisoner  by  the  Turks  in  1390  and  escaped 
home  in  1421.  His  tales  of  adventures,  though  by  no  means  strictly  truth- 
ful and  full  of  fabulous  reports,  contain  a  great  deal  of  interesting  and  re- 
liable matter  on  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Turks  and  Saracens  at 
this  early  period.  They  appeared  in  print  as  early  as  1476  at  Augsburg

This  celebrated  poem  was  composed  by  Melchior  Pfintzing  at  the 
instance  of  Maximilian  I.  on  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  the  latter  to 
Marie  de  Bourgogne:  indeed  it  is  known  that  the  Emperor  contributed 
largely  to  the  work  himself.  The  woodcuts  in  this  Ird  edition  are  the  same 
as  in  the  extremely  rare  1st  and  2nd  editions.
